He said that 
just as man has a human system which he doesn’t 
understand, so society has to have a system of 
jurisprudence which it cannot understand. These 
things, he said, are a part of the Creator’s plan to 
provide employment for everybody.

Louis residents whose forefathers took part in 
the siege of Troy by announcing that their places 
are “Pan-Hellenic.” This name is applied to an 
ice cream and soda water dispensary across the 
street from the Piraeus saloon. It also decor- 
ates the signs of several lunch-counters. 


FLAG PAINTED ON WINDOWS. 


On many cf the windows in the vicinity of 

Sixth and Elm streets the blue and white flag of 
Creece is painted. Usually the flags.appear in 
pairs, with their staffs crossed. Occasionally 
the “hands across the sea” idea is exemplified 
in the window decorations by the appearance of 
the Greek flag and the stars and stripes side by 
side. 
The keeper of a Retaurant on the south side 
of Elm street, just east of Sixth street, has chis- 
tened his place the “Semaia.” This is the Greek 
word for flag. Another restaurant man on Sixth 
street, between Elm and Walnut streets, has 
baptized his place the “Stemma,” meaning a 
crown and has the royal diadem of Greece por- 
trayed on his front window glass.

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THE WRONG WAY IN KENTUCKY. __ 

In Kentucky, where many issues are fought out 
with revolver and rifle, the trust question has 
been appealed, not to the assembly and the 
courts, but to the dread tribunal of violence. It 
is a sorry situation. 

Not one word is to be said in defense of the 
Tobacco Trust. It is all that its victims have 
alleged. Its rapacity is well known. It has op- 
pressed producers and it has deceived consumers. 
It is a criminal conspiracy of enormous extent. 
Impoverishing tobacco growers on the one hand, 
it has been monopolistic and unfair in all its 
methods of distribution and competition on the 
cther. It is a keen disciple of Standard Oil. 

We may concede every grievance urged by the 
Kentucky planters against this criminal combina- 
tion without in any manner indorsing the plan 
which they have adopted for the redress of their 
wrongs. Having an organization of their own, 
they have, by assassination and incendiarism, 
sought to increase its numbers. They have sub- 
stituted terrorism for persuasion. Men who could 
not be convinced by argument have been mobbed, 
their property burned and their business de- 
stroyed. 

Instead of giving the trust battle in the Legis- 
lature and in the courts, they have attempted to 
defeat its finesse by violence. They have an- 


lswered one form of lawlessness with another 


and by so doing have played directly into the 
hands of their foes. A great wrong is never more 
secure than when its victims place themselves 
outside the pale of the law. Applying the torch 
to. trust warehouses, giving whole towns to the 
flames and carrying terror through wide dis- 
tricts may emphasize popular wrath, but it does 
not destroy the trust. 

It is morally certain that, soon or late, order 
must be restored in the Kentucky tobacco belt; 
that men must again be free to come and to go; 
that the regular processes of government must 
be resumed and that the benignant sway of ‘pub- 
lic opinion lawfully expressed must be re-es- 
tablished. Terrorism cannot long continue with- 
out introducing a tyranny worse than that which 
is the object of attack. If the marauders do not 
of their own motion desist from violence the 
strong arm of authority must put them dewn 
before it can hope to deal with the original of- 
fender. 

There is much in American history, 
Boston tea party down to the present time, to 
encourage the idea that violence, or the threat 
of it, is sometimes justifiable, but it is re- 
membered that, whatever laudations we n 
heaped upon isolated cases of the kind, 
not depended upon such methods for p 
Our main purpose has been freedom and j 
and we have pursued it not by assassination and 
arson and terror, but by the tedious, though ever 
certain paths of the law. 

That Kentuckians have erred in this matter 
must have been made clear enough to them by 
this time by their own surroundings. Yet if 
further proof is desired’ they can find it in abun- 
dance in : dezen states which have déalt with 
trusts and combines as malignant as that ih to- 
bacco and everywhere have them in full retreat. 
Deliverance from oppression is not found in the 
light of flaming towns, nor in the clatter of mys- 
terious night riders, nor in farms laid waste, nor 
ir the stark bodies of the victims of vendettas. 
It can be had only through order, intelligence 
end courage, by keeping the wrong unerringly in 
view, by persistence in the right and by an un- 
conquerable purpose to give the offender neither 
quarter nor excuse. 

In these times wheu so much injustice is to be 
redressed it is important that every movement 
in behalf of the people should be wisely led. 
Violence of speech and violenc2 of deed, appeal- 
ing forcibly to the unthinking, are not effective. 
They are two-edged swords. They fall upon the 
just as well as upon the unjust. Worst of all 
for the object in view, they consume time and 
energy which might be better employed, and in- 
volve in crime men who are needed in the pur- 
suit of the real wrongdoers whom violence never 
reaches, 

The Kentucky situation, now described by a 
Governor wholly in sympathy with the lawful 
aims‘ of his fellow citizens as “a condition of an-

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PROGRESS OF THE PLOW. 

James Oliver, whose death befell during the 
week, will be long and honorably remembered 
for the plowshares which bear his name. By his 
invention of the ‘chilled plow’ in 1868 he con- 
tiibuted something considerable and enduring to 
progress. To show what values men have some- 
times attached to such a contribution, Secretary 
Seward was moved to say of Jethro Wood, a 
previous inventor of a plow, that “no citizen of 
tte United States has ever conferred greater 
benefits on his country.” 

Oliver’s invention was for hardening cast iron 
s* as to make its wearing and scouring qualities 
better, whereas plows before that time were 
filled with blowholes. The “slip nose’ plow of 
U’iver’s, in use 40 years, is the style of plow of 
today. 

Before thut was Woods’ cast iron plow, and be- 
fore that, in about 1830, the so-called Diamond 
plow that derived its name from the shape of the 
slab of iron that formed the moldboard, which 
was the subject of principal importance and at- 
tention. The blade or cutting part of the imple- 
ment had not occupied so much thought. 

It is worthy of note that Daniel Webster gave 
his mind to the problem of constructing a proper 
plow, in 1836; and the result, which he helped 
to build, was a very heavy and cumbersome af- 
fair, which required several men to guide and 
several yoke of oxen to draw. 

In a still earlier day, Thomas Jefferson, who, 
like Webster, had a better genius for other fields, 
likewise was among the firgt of his own time to 
give thought to the plow’s‘improvement; though 
he contented himself with writing about it. 

Our plow of Jefferson’s time was a nearly prim- 
itive affair, scarcely better than the pointed tool 
which the Spaniards called plow—and which the 
Romans themselves had devised. And this, in its 
turn, had been the plow of the Israelites, for it 
¥as written, a thousand years before the Chris- 
tian era, that the Israelites, who were not skilled 
in the working of iron, ‘““‘went down to the Phil- 
istines to sharpen, every man, his share and his 
coulter.”’ 

Back of that was the wooden thing, unshod 
with a point, which the Egyptians nevertheless 
had brought to the form of a beam, a shank and 
ad handle; and from this was but a step back to 
the original crooked stick, being a slight mod- 
ification of the hoe. The history of the plow is 
the history of agriculture, and that is the story 
of the human race. Together with the loom and 
the anvil, the plow relates the tale of progress in 
a curious way of its own. 

Scanning its record back to the beginning we 
easily perceive that most of its growth in effec- 





li tiveness and capacity has come since James Oli- 


ver’s time. Since then, indeed, the steam plow 
and the electric plow, which promise a gradual 
but radical revolution in agriculture, have been 
demonstrated and to some extent have been put 
into operation. 

Whatever changes occur in the form, the style 
or motor power of the instrument, the chilled 
share is likely to survive every other part of it; 
nor is it probable that the civilization which has 
retained substantially its present shape for so 
many centuries will soon outgrow altogether the 
single plow, or horse plow, behind which the 
simple husbandman walks in the furrow. 
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GIVING CHOUTEAU AVENUE THE GO-BY. 

It appears from information given out at the 
office of the Board of Public Improvements that 
when the western approach to the free bridge 
was formally located at Chouteau avenue it was 
mere guess work. 

We now learn that it is going to cost a lot of 
money to carry out the plan; that there must be 
a diversion in the form of a semi-circle, and that 
it has been discovered that the Mill Creek sewer 
is an obstruction. Sewers have been known to 
make way for great public improvements, but in 
this case the bridge appfoach is to be carried 
to the sewer and then, in\order to avoid it, it is 
to be built around Robin Hood's barn, so to 
speak. 

Most people will refuse td regard these objec- 
t‘ons and proposals as any thing more than an at- 
tempt to revive the old bridge site controversy. 
In selecting Chouteau avenue the Assembly acted 
upon the advice of engineers and other experts 
and in obedience to an overwhelming public ‘sen- 
timent. 

That being the case, by what authority does the 
Board of Public Improvements prepare a map with 
the Chouteau avenue terminal plainly marked 
‘abandoned route’? By whose order was it 
abandoned and for what purpose?

STARTING THINGS IN THEATERS. 

It has been judicially determined in St. 
that a man who is displeased with a theatrical 
performance has only one recourse, and that is 
to withdraw. 

His money is gone. He paid to see the show, 

and the performance, whether good or bad, if 
given, is all that he can ask in return. If he 
prefers the open air and the hurlyburly.of the 
street to the theater in which he is a lawful ten- 
, that is his own affair. 
This ruling puts a quietus upon the theory that 
in purchasing a ticket of admission to an enter- 
tainment a man acquires in addition thereto the 
right, if the spirit so moves him, to organize a 
rough house and: prevent everybody else from 
enjoying the performance. It holds the buyer 
to bis bargain. He acquires the privilege of en- 
tering the show and no more, There is nothing 
on the side. The presumption being that the 
artists are doing their best, the auditor must not 
shoot, he must not snort, he must not throw eggs 
or vegetables, and he must not hiss. 

They do these things differently in Europe, 
where a candidate for histrionic honors takes 
his life in his hands when he appears on the 
stage. If the popular judgment is unanimously 
against him the show breaks up. If there is a 
difference of opinion in the audience the show 


goes on and the spectators fight it out., 
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ment of the St. Louis court. It is probable that 
we carry our submissiveness to impositions of 
all kinds too far. for a season, but ultimately 
we rebuke pretense and humbug and injustice 
as severely as anybody else does. We sit through 
many a political or business or dramatic per- 
formance in silence; only to lift up our voices 


‘and shriek our disgust the next day or the next 


month. 

There is no such punishment for immaturity, 
inefficiency, trickery or fraud as to be let alone. 
If there are people who enjoy these things they 
have-rights which others must respect. In time 
they, too, will know better. Probably there never 
was a performance so bad that somebody did not 
find amusement therein. On the other hand, 
there are entertainments of such exalted merit 
that perhaps a majority of people would regard 
them as insufferable. 

The St. Louis judgment rests upon even broad- 
er and better grounds than any of these. It is 
based upon common decency and civility. Under 
no conceivable circumstances is a man tv be 
justified in making a boor of himself in a public 
assemblage, and obviously enough a riot is no 
more to be tolerated in a theater than in the 


street.

JACK TAR WELL ARMED WITH PLUG. 

Being in the world power business, with our 
peace-making battleships whitening every one 
of the seven seas, all that pertains to the navy 
should have a vital interest to the people. 

It appears that the Tobacco Trust has just sold 
100,000 or 1,000,000 pounds of chewing tobacco, 
plug, of course, to the Government for consump- 
tion on shipboard, at an advance over previous 
prices of one-half cent per pound. Several vet- 
eran sailor men who were known to be good 
judges of the weed were solemnly engaged for 
five weeks in testing the stock, and their unani- 
mous report was highly favorable, 

While in comparison with armor belts, free 
hoards, ammunition hoists, flarebacks, coal bunk- 
ers and other weighty seagoing problems this 
may appear to be a trifling matter, it is not so by 
any means There are sailors who know not the 
eclace of the ruminative “chew,” but they are in 
ceclining health or something of that kind. 

While ;lenty of armor-piercing projectiles, 
shells, smokeless powder, torpedoes, coal and pro- 
visions are quite useful to an American warship, 
no old Captain like Evans would ever think of 
eoing to sea for fun or for a fight without an 
approved supply of plug tobacco—the one indis- 
pensable article in Jack Tar’s kit.

PROHIBITION AND MOLLYCODDLES. 

Dr. Wiley, pure foodist, is expert in the values 
of wet nourishment as well as dry, and he re- 
marks ex cathedra that “the effect of an abs>- 
lute prohibition environment on the man who 
never took a drink would be to make him more 
of a mollycoddle.”

MOTHERS SCHOOL 
SAVING CHILDREN 


Deaths Decrease Nearly 30 Per 
Cent When Proper Care 
Is Taught. 





GENEVA, March 2.—The success of the Motherhood 
School here is attracting such wide attention that a 
commission of physicians from Germany has come to 
look into the *vork. According to the statistics, the 
mortality among children in this city has decreased 
nearly 30 per cent as a result of the effort of the 
Motherhood School. 

This institution was founded by Dr. Miele. 
a humanitarian and a !tover of children. 
much of his time to teach mothers, free of charge, 
how to care for their children. Soon so many came 
to him from all parts of the city that he arranged 
to give his instructions In several districts. As the 
city observed the spreading of the work Dr. Miele 
was voted $300 a year for continuing. : 

Finally the city thought it best to establish a reg- 
ular school and have Dr. Miele as teacher. The 
school hours are divided into theory and practice in- 
struction. Part of the time is devoted to the theory 
of hygiene and part to the practice of it in hospitals. 
There are also dispensaries where mothers come 
with their sick children. In these dispensaries scliool- 
girls learn from physicians how to treat and how 
to handle children.

MADRID, March 7.—Two young and loving hearts 
are being sacrificed to diplomatic punctilio by two 
immensely powerful personages, tne Pope and King 
Alfonso. 

A curious obstacle halts the marriage of Princess 
Beatrice of Saxe-Ceburn, youngest daughter of the 
late Duke of Edinburgh, who was King Edwards 
brother, with the young Spanish Infante, Prince Al- 
fonso of Bourbon, elder son of the Infanta Eulalia. 

This is a love match of passionate devotion, the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent is Informed unmistaka- 
bly. But a religious difficulty has arisen which keeps 
the true lovers from exchanging their marriage 
vows. Princess Beatrice, a Protestant, refusés to

The latest report here is that Princes Patricia of 
Connaught, who frowned on King Alfonso’s suit 
because their religions differ, is now about to enter 
the church's fo'd in order to marry the Count of 
Turin, second son of the late King Amadeus of Spain 
and ‘first cousin of the King of Italy. The Count 
was almost overwhelmed with social attentions when 
he visited Newport in the summer of 1898. 


DAN \CING RELIGION AID, 
SAYS HEAD OF TEACHERS 


PARIS, March 7.—It is a mistake to think that 
dancing is merely a physical exercise, says President 
Giraudet of the Academy of Authors and Professors 
of Choregraphy. Dancing is more than that. Dance- 
ing is a spiritual_exercise also. Dancing moralizes 
and edifies. 

President Giraudet is at work on a “grand method 
of physical education, which will be, as it were, a 
complete guide to life.’’ Dancing. of course, is the 
basis of his scheme of regeneration, and he calls 
earnestly upon all “professors of choregraphy’ to 
understand their high mission in the world, and what 
great things they may achieve in the education of 
youth, ‘fupon which all social virtues depend.”’ 

In the main, the moralizing effect of dancing is to 
‘combat false doctrines and uproot evil tendencies, 
especially vanity and conceit, which beget idleness, 
the mother of all vices."’

Gardner can fire a gun. light a lamp, or ring a bell 
at a considerable distance by means of his invention.

The declaration 
made somewhat? flippantly by Police 
Commissioner Bingham at the recent 
dinner of the Police Benevolent Associa- 
tion in the Waldorf-Astoria, that within 
a half a mile of that hotel there are two 
places ‘‘where men can be hired to com- 
mit high and low crimes’ was not an 
exaggeration. As a matter of fact, the 
commissioner spoke more truthfully 
than he knew. | 

An investigation shows that instead of 
there being only two places within half 
a mile of that famous hostelry where 
crime, it was hinted, could be bought, 
there are at least one dozen.

In an address before-the Missouri So- 
clety of Washington Mr.’ Russell took 
“The Impressions of a New Congress- 
man” as his text, and told’ of some of 
the things he had encountered in his 
brief experience. His friendship for the 
Prince came out as one of his pleasant 
experiences. 

The speech in part was as follows: 

“When I came to Washington my first 
official act was to draw for my seat. 
That is a game of chance th is in- 
dulged in over in the House every two 
years. I was not very lucky in that 
gambling game, but I was more fortu- 
nate than any of the older and more 
distinguished Missoqurians, Champ Clark, 
David A. De Daca Dorsey W. 
Shackleford or James T. Lioyd. When 
my number was drawn I walked down 
to select my seat, and selected one that 
I thought was as good as I could get 
at that time—looking at the number, 1 
saw it was numbered 113. 
I believe I will take 114 instead. 

The Thirteen Again. 

“Soon after that we had a drawing 
for our offices in the magnificent $7,000,- 
000 marble office building that. was built 
for our comfort and convenience. When 
my number was drawn I went up to 
see the diagram on the clerk's desk, and 
he says, ‘Here is a good room.’ I said. 
‘What is the number of that room”

The other committee contains 14 
members, and I am next to foot. 1 
would be foot on this committee except 
that there is one gentleman on that 
committee not entitled to vote, and such 
members are always put at the foot.

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese Minister 
to China, in delivering the ultimatum, 
made reference to Japan's sympathy for 
China in the matter of the contraband 
traffic in arms and explained that China 
could not expect mediation so long as 
she did not admit the participation of 
the Portuguese. 

China Thinks Japan Bluffing. 

LONDON, March 7.—The question of 
war or ace between China and Japan 
is of the greatest interest to the British 
Foreign Office. There is still the chance 
that China may yield, but British Gov- 
ernment officials incline rather to the 
opinion that the Pekin Government, he- 
lieving hostilities inevitable sooner or 
later, will deem this as good a time as 
any for a trial of arms. 

It is realized that China cannot fail 
to appreciate how far she is outclassed 
by Japan as a military power. 

She undoubtedly counts on the Mika- 
do’s present financial embarrassment to

HAMPERS INDEPENDENTS 





Twenty-Five Thousand Elec- 
tors Probably Will Be 
Deprived of Votes. 


Confusion and endless controversies in 
the courts, politicians, lawyers and elec- 
tion officials say, will be the result o@ 


new law governing the primary — 
at which Congressmen, State officer 
and municipal officials are to be nomi- 
nated. 

There is a wide divergence of opinion 
among those who have studied the law, 
as to what it requires of electors, can- 
didates and officials, but it is agreed 
that those provisions which are intelli- 
gible will work great hardships on vot- 
ers and those charged with the duty of 
tabulating the returns, 

Independents Hampered, 

Independent voters and candidates are 
especially hampered by the law, accord- 
ing to one attorney, who has large ex- 
periences with elections. If not designed 
to favor the two principal political par- 
ties, it is contended, the law, at least, 
contains that possibility. 

Voters in St. Louis are particularly in- 
terested in the law’s failure to provide 
for registration before the primaries in 
August. That omission, coupled with 
other statutes governing electione here 
and commanding that voters be proper- 
ly registered before casting their bal- 
lots, will deprive not fewer than 25,000 
electors of their votes. That number of 
voters, it is estimated, wil' have at- 
tained their majorities, removed or be- 
come naturalized in the twenty months 
that will have elapsed since the last 
registration. 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
has not authorized any registration, and 
it is said that, in the absence of any 
power to do so, no opportunity will be 
given voters to get their names on the 
books in the event that they have 
changed their residences, come of age, 
or obtained naturalization since Septem- 
ber, 1906. 

Mandamus Suit Expected. 

It is known that election officials ex- 
pect that some voter who will have te 
be refused permission to register will 
seek a writ of mandamus to compel the 
Board to enter his name on the books. 
That action, they believe, would test the 
constitutionality of the law and nullify 
it. As the statute is now interpreted, 
it denies suffrage to voters in St. Louis 
if they are not registered and cannot 
register, while at the same time imposes 
no such obligation ons rural electors. 

Independent candidates who comply 
with the new law will have to obtain 
on their petitions twice as many signa- 


the regular parties, although the latter 
have the additional advantage of parti- 
san machinery to help them get what 
they require. - 

A Republican who seeks office through 
..the votes of his party, for instance, 
need have but 1 er cent of the votes 
cast for the Republican party at the last 
general election. That means somewhat 
fewer than 3000 -signatures. 

An independent candidate must pro- 
cure the signatures of not less than 2 
per cent of the entire vote—of all par- 
ties. That obliges him to present petl- 
tions bearing the names of at least 6000 


voters. Lj|= 


No Hope in Scratching. 

There is no hope for the voter who 
wishes to substitute the name of one 
candidate for another. If a Republi- 
can, for example, should decide to 
vote his party's: ticket with the ex- 
ception of one name, and for that sup- 
the Democratic nominee, he 
would simply be voting for a Demo- 


crat on a Republican ballot. 

A hypothetical case will fllustrate 
the operation of the law in this re- 
spect. John Smith, candidate on the 
Democratic ticket, obtains, say, 150,- 
000 votes from his own party, 20,000 
from Republicans who substitute his 
name for that of their candidate, and 
10,000 votes from Prohibitionists. He 
has*to his credit a total of 180,000 
ballots—which might be a majority, 
were they counted for him as a 
Democrat. 

Under the new law.

Many Namen on Ballots. 

The opportunities for confusion and 
delay in tabulating the returns are 
shown In section 23, .That requires 
that judges and.clerks shall be pro- 
vided with separate sheets for rec- 
ording the vote of each candidate. 
These sheets, when properly filled, 
must be signed in duplicate by the 
judges and clerks. It is estimated 
that in St. Louis there will be 60 
candidates on the Democratic ticket 
On all the ballots there will be nearly 
200 names 

This means 400 sheets are to be 
signed by half a dozen officials. This 
task, in addition to the work of veri- 
fying the count, will consume much 
time, and delay the announcement of 
the count, which, under the law, must 
be completed within 24 hours after 
the polls close. 

“Any Persorm” May Enter. 

The law governing the senatorial 
primaries, in November. is so word- 
ed that an immense amount. of work 
and expense may be entailed on the 
city, it is said. It permits “any per- 
son” to enter his name as a candi- 
date. This would open the way for @ 
thousand candidates—men or women. 
In such event the ballot would have 
to be wound On a spool for conven- 
lence.

President’s wife. All that is needed is 
the weather, for upon that depends 
whether the Mayflower will be able to 
reach the Queen City of the Father of 
Waters. If there is too little moisture 
there will be no Mayflower. 

At, the present reading it would seem 
that there is every chance that the May- 
flower will reach St. Louis. 

The Mayflower is not a large vessel, 
drawing about 14 feet under ordinary 
circumstances. The present stage of the 
river is 153% feet. It now averages be- 
tween 18 and 20 feet between here and 
Cairo. The Ohio River flood of water is 
large and deepens the lower river, and 
it is believed that this stage will re- 
main good a month or more. 


Visited the World’s Fair. 
If this is the case the Mayflower could 


reach St. Louis with water to spare un- 
der her keel, and this is devoutly wished 
for by the society women of St. Louis, 
who met Mrs. Roosevelt when she vis- 
ited here during the World’s Fair. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has never made the 
river trip, and its attractions seem to 
have appealed to her. 

The Mayflower has been fitted out 
for a six weeks’ river cruise. She left 
the navy yard Friday under the com- 
mand of Commander Vogelsang for Nor- 
folk, Va., where she will be fitted out 
this week for her voyage. 

At Norfolk she will be manned by a 
crew of especially picked officers and 
men, as befits a ship which will convey 
the wife of the President and her 
friends. 

There all the supplies for a pleasant 
trip will be shipped. But Mrs. Roase- 
velt and her party will not go aboard 
for some time. 

To Have Target Practice. 

After leaving Norfolk the ship will 
steam to Cuba and put into the bay 
of Guantanamo, where her crew will be 
thoroughly drilled and where the guns 
will’ be put into practice for a few 
days. : 

From Guantanamo the Mayflower will 
gail to New Orleans. It is not known 
whether Mrs. Roosevelt will go aboard 
there or at Vicksburg later. 

With Mrs. Roosevelt will be the young- 
er children of the family, and it Is in- 
timated that several of her most in- 
timate friends in the social life of 
Washington will accompany her. 

It has been said that the Mayflower 
would proceed up the river to Vicks- 
burg, and if the stage of the water did 
not permit a further advance, return, 
but it is belleved that Mrs. Roosevelt 
is so anxious to see the upper river 
that she will come further. 

River men say that there is Iittle 
doubt that the Mayflewer can come as 
far north as St. Louis.

FORESTERS WILL INCREASE 
RATES OF INSURED MEMBERS 


Order Will Make: Some Policy 
Holders Pay Lump Sums or 
Lose Benefits. 


TORONTO, March 7.—When the Su- 
preme Court of the Independent Order of 
Foresters meets in June, it will ratify 
an increase in rates and a re-scaling of 
charges to members, dating back to 1899 
that will materially affect 260,000 mem- 
bers or the order. The new members 
will be put on the scale of the charges 
of the schedule table, which will be an 
increase over the raise in rates put in 
force by the I. O. F. in 1899. 

The most striking change will be that 
affecting present charges to the older 
members that came into the order prior 
to 1898. They will be asked to pay either 
in a lump sum or in another way 
enough to bring them up to date in com- 
parison with what the rates charged for 
at that age by the order are now.

A development yesterday in the con- 
troversy betw State Factory Inspec- 
tor Sikes and members of the Board of 


‘Education regarding the necessity of 


fire escapes on the publit school build- 
ings was the issuing of a statement by 
Mr. Sikes that Director John Schroers 
persoually called him up by telephone 
late Thursday and requested him to 
withhold from the newspapers the re- 
sult of his inspection of the schools. 

Mr. Sikes said he told Mr. Schroers 
that he felt capable of discharging the 
duties of his office without suggestion 
from any member of the School Board, 
whereupon, he says, Mr. Schroers be- 
came very angry and tried to “bluff’’ 
him into suppressing the report. 

Asks for a Statement. 

“Soon after returning from my first 
inspection tour of the schools, my tele- 
phone rang and I answered it,” said Mr. 
Sikes. “At first I misunderstood Mr. 
Schroers’ name. I thought he said it 
was Sears. I know a school teacher by 
the name of Sears, and for a few min- 
utes I thought it was he who was at the 
other end of the wire. 

“When he told me that he was getting 
up a report for an afternoon newspa- 
per with which Mr. Schroers is connect- 
ed, and that he wanted me to write him 
a statement that there was no danger 
in the school buildings, it then dawned 
upon me who it was doing the talking. 

“Just about the time that I discov- 
ered who it was at the other end of the 
wire he got very gruff and command- 
ing, which led me to tell him that I did 
not give a damn who he was or who he 
was getting up a report for and that I 
knew my duty and that I was going to 
do it. Mr. Schroers then appeared to 
get very angry and practically threat- 
‘ened me unless I gave him such a re- 
port as he wanted. 

Offered True 

“I brought the interview to a close 
by saying to Mr. Schroers: ‘If you ex- 
pect me to do what you request, you 
are talking to the wrong officer. I shall 
stop at nothing short of my_duty.’ 

“I promised Mr. Schroers that I would 
give him, for publication a true report 
of my inspéttions by 10 a: m. the fol- 
lowing day, but he did not show any 
further interest in the matter. I took 
it as an attempt on the part of Mr. 
Schroers to bluff me out of doing what, 
under the law, I was bound to do.” 

Director Schroers admitted -to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night that he 
telephoned to Factory Inspector Sikes 
and requested him to make his report 
conservative. Mr. Schroers said ho 
thought it his duty as a citizen to warn 
Mr. Sikes not to make any statements 
that might alarm the people. 

Mr. Schroers said Mr. Sikes replied 
that, In making his report, he would 
state the facts. Mr. Schroers said he 
did not request Mr. Sikes to suppress

publication, 

A warrant will be issued Mond 
againat a member of the St. Louis 
Iseard of Education, charging him with 
Violation of the building ordinances for 
refusing and failing to equip the pub- 
lie school buildings with fire escapes.

It matters not what the city

requires the erection of stair fire 
escapes on eg school buildings, 
they must be so erected. 

The State law is superior to the 
ordinances of the city and the reg- 
ulations or rules made by any of- 
ficer acting under it. The pub- 
lic safety act of 1903, in section |, 

yrovides that schools and. all 
buildings used for private or pub- 
lic assemblage over two stories 
in height must be safeguarded 
with stair fire escapes as speci- 
fiel in said section. The law is 
supreme in matters of this kind, 
no matter what the individual 
opinion of any school director, 
past or present, may be. 

I might add that on Thursday 
afternoon Mr. Schroers called up 
my office by telephone and re-

at “four-flushing.” If he is not 
misrepresented, fis opinion can be 
taken only as that of any other 
individual not charged with offi- 
cial duties in this matter. 

The City Comptroller’s official 
duties are confined to the control 
of the city finances pure and sim- 
ple. Any attempt on his part to 
pass an official opinion on a mat- 
ter of this kind is without war- 
rant of law and nothing more 
than a gratuitous “butt in.” If 
his individual opinion alone is’ 
quoted, then he ought to be ready 
with the proof before he makes 
a charge.

Private School. : Tquipped. 

Within the iast two years 18 parochial 
and private schools have been equipped 
with fire escapes, in compliance with 
Building Commissioner Sniith’s request. 
Several others have closed the third 
floor school rooms rather than disobey 
the law. 
During the same time not one single 
publfe school has been equipped with 
fire escapes, although the reports of 
the Building Commissioner's office 
showed them to be dangerous and re- 
peated requests had been made to the 
School Board to properly safeguard the 
lives of the school children. 

Factory Inspector Sikes will continue 
his inspection of the school buildings 
Monday, and Building Commissioner 
Smith will start out 11 inspectors to in- 
vestigate the condition of every public 
and private school and assembly hall 
and church in 8t. Louis. 

One of Commissioner Smith's in- 
svectors made the following report on 
the Columbia School, Garrison and St. 
Louis avenues, Jan. 27, 1907, and more 
than one year afterward the conditions 
are precisely the same as they were 
then: 
“Three-story brick building, no fire 
escapes, wood interlor construction. 
The main staircase is bullt of wood. 
It is practically the only exit for chil- 
dren and is in close proximity to the 
turnace and is endangered by the: heat 
from it. The furnace room should be 
positively encloseld by fire proof walls 
and fire escapes should be provided.” 


Board Remains Inactive. 

‘In the face of such conditions as 
these,’’ said Commissioner Smith, ‘‘the 
School Board has remained inactive. It 
has continued to refuse to make this 
and other buildings safe. 1 observe that 
one of the school directors is saying 
that outside fire escapes are useless. Ye! 
he is publicly suggesting that the wom- 
an teacher who took 29 of 33 very small 
pupils safely down the fire escape of 
the Collinwood school building, while 
others were burning to death, ought to 
be given the next Carnegie hero medal. 
These lives would have been lost but 
for this fire escape.”’ 


Fire Chief Swingley told a Post-Dis- 


|patch reporter yesterday that it was a 


very fortunate thing that a fire which 
occurred once in the Columbia School 
was during the vacation season. 

“J haye always maintained, and I still 
maintain,” said Chief Swingley, ‘‘that 
fire escapes are unquestionably neces- 
sary for the safety of the children in 
the combustible school buildings. I can- 
not understand how intelligent men, like 
members of the School Board, will in- 
sist that they are not necessary. 

“T have been a fireman since 15869, 
and if I have not learned something 
about fires and fire escapes in that 
time, then I have been an imposition on 
the community. We have from 1800 to 
2000 fires in St. Louis every year. Most 
fires are accidents. I have seen innu- 
merable fires in buildings as safe ag the 
St. Louis public schools. 

“The School Board talks about the cost 
of the fire escapes. What are dollars 
and cents as compared with the lives 
of children? It hides behind the law 
saying that it is n amenable to the 
law. If the boardfannot be forced [to 
obey the law, it oif&ht, in the name of 
humanity, to do what is necessary for 
the protection of the lives of the chi'!- 
dren in the schools.”

NEW YORK, Marg¢h 7.—Repulsing a

: Hounded for Four Years, 
For four years, Patti told the police, 


he was constantly receiving Black Hand 
letters, and only a month ago the front 
of his bank was blown out by a bomb 
and $40,000 scattered in the street. The 
money was saved by prompt work on 
tle part of the banker. 

The closing hour of the bank was near 
at hand today and the streets in the 
neighborhood were teeming with people 
returning from a half-holiday’s toil, 
when Pellatro entered the bank. 

Comrade Flees, Is Caught. 

Patti ‘was talking with his family when 
Pellatro, drawing his revolver, declared 
he meant to kill the banker. 
Seizing a revolver on the _= shelf 
Patti opened fire on Pellatro, 
while on the other side of the bank, 
Louis Cartiar, who conducted the branch 
postoffice station in the institution, drew 
his revolver and also began firing. 

Pellatro fell to the ground with five 
bullet wounds in his body, while Dogo- 
stino was caught running from the bank. 

Pellatro told the Coroner tonight that 
he went to the bank to kill Patti, but 
fired no shots. 

The police have been unable to find 
Pellatro’s revolver. Patti is’ held by 
the police pending further investiga.

CHINESE SLAYERS 


Boston Hatchetmen, Charged 
With Murder of Four Ri- 
vals, Found Guilty. 


WEALTHY 





LEADER IS 


Trial Lasted 33 Days, Required 
4000 Typewritten Pages 
of Testimony. 


BOSTON, March 17.—Warry Charles, 
one of the wealthiest and most influen 
tial Chinese of Boston, and eight of hia 
countrymen, claimed to be notorious 
“hatchetmen,’” were found guilty by a 
jury in the Superior Criminal Court late 
today of murder in the first degree 
on four counts, alleging the killing 
of four Chinamen in Boston Aug. 2 of 
last year. 

A tenth defendant, Yee Watt, who 
also had been on trial on the sam> 
charges, died suddenly in his cell las: 
Tuesday, while the trial was in progress 

The men found guilty are Min Sing, 
Hom Woon, Leong Gong, Wong Duck, 
Wong How, Joe Guey, Dong Bok, Ling 


{Yee Jung and Warry Charles. 


The men were accused of the murder 
of Chin Mong Quin, Wong Shu Shung. 
Chin Leet and Lee Kal Nem. 

In each case Warry Charles was ac- 
cused of being an accessory before the 
fact. 

On Trial 33 Days. 

The cases had been on trial for 33 days. 
More than 4000 typewritten pages of tes- 
timony was taken and the cost of the 
trial is cstimated at $20,000. 

The murders for which the nine China- 
men were found guilty grew out of a 
long feud between rival Chinese socie- 
ties. 

Early in the evening of Aug. 2, 17, 
a number of strange Chinamen sudden- 
ly appeared in Oxford place, in the heart 
of the Chinese quarter of Boston, and 
when a signal was given they began fir- 
ing from revolvers of heavy caliber on 
scores of Chinese merchants and laun- 
drymen, who were lolling about. More 
than forty shots were fired and when 
the police appeared they found three 
Chinamen dead and a dozen others 
seriously wounded, one of whom* died. 

Shoy Tong, one of the principal Goy- 
ernment witnesses, testified that Warry 
Charles, president of the Hip Sing Tong 
had instituted the killing. 


Two Chinese to Be Hanged. 


PHILADELPHIA, March §17.—Two 
Chinese—Jung Jow and Mock Kung 
will be hanged in Moyamensin 
Prison here on Tuesday for the kill4 
ing of several of their fellow coun- 
trymen last summer during a pistol 

battle in the streets of Chinat 
between members of rival societie 
The execution will be the first hang- 
ing of a Chinaman in this city.

Eyidence Shows Esser Dealt 
With Several Nations, Then 
With Germany.

Sails for Europe, Says She 
Won’t Return Until Trial 
Is Over.

Buzeau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, March 7.—eporters for 
the Post-Dispatch and New York World 
made a thorough investigation today in 
the case of Heinrich Wilhelm Esser, the 
Machinist of Flatbush, in whose house 
the police seized valiuabie brass mechan- 
isms which form a part of the Bliss- 
Leavitt turbine torpedo, now being man- 
ufactured for the United States Govern- 
ment. 

It was discovered that Esser communi- 
cated with the German Government of- 
ficials in Berlin, and that the _ corre- 
spondence began in the summer of 19065. 
it was also learned that Esser was vis- 
ited here by an emissary of the Ger- 
man Government. 

Dealt With Several Nations, 

The facts show that Esser, who was 
an employe of the Bliss Projectile 
Works in Brooklyn in 1906-6, carried on 
negotiations with several foreign Gov- 
ernments with a view to selling the 
plans and models of the Bliss-Leavitt 
torpedo, but apparently Germany was 
the only nation that regarded the mat- 
ter as of sufficient importance to opén 
negotiations. 

A dispatch from Washington said that 
the Government controls the exclusive 
right to use certain devices that enter 
into torpedoes the Bliss company is now 
making for the navy, and there is much 
curiosity in naval circles as to whether 
the secret which Esser is said to have 
been negotiating to sell to Germany re- 
lates to one of these patents. 

Torpedoes Not Patented. 

Regarding the secrecy invoived in the 
manufacture of the Bliss torpedo it was 
ascertained that there is no patent on 
a completed torpedo either in this or in 
any other country. The torpedo patents 
cé¢ver hundreds of individual patents, 
and some parts of the inner workings 
of the torpedo are not patented at alli, 
therefore there are no plans or specifica- 
tions of the Bliss torpedo ;to be ob- 
tained outside of the profectile works 
ia Seuth Brooklyn, which are guarded 
by two naval officers, who are supposed 
yto keep a sharp lookout. 

Esser, now under $1000 bail, and who 
is confined in the Raymond Street Jail 
awaiting a hearing, is a clever mechan- 
ic, and claims he can make a torpedo 
as good as the Bliss-Leavitt weapon. He 
evidently knew what he was doing when 
he obtained 24 pieces or parts of the 
interior brass mechanism of the Bliss 
torpedo, and knew his models and plans 
were of great value, or else he would 
not have offered them for sale to the 
German Government. 

Tools Called Junk. 

When Esser was arraigned in the 
Adams Street Police Court on Friday 
he denied that he had ever written to 
or communicated in any way with the 
German Government and his attorney 
said such a report was simply “rot.” 
The attorney also said that the tools 
and machinery found in Esser’s place 
were a lot of junk and trash which 
had been picked up in second-hand 
shops. These statements are all dis- 
proved by the facts as unearthed by 
the reporters for the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

A remarkable development in_ the 
case came this morning when it was 
found that Mrs. Mary Faller, one of 
the principal witnesses against Esser, 
had disappeared suddenly from her 
home. At a moment’s notice Mrs. Fal- 
ler engaged passage on the Hamburg- 
American line steamship Amerika and 
sailed at 9 o’clock for Europe. She left 
& woman in charge of her boarding 
house in Jane street, anad said she 
would not return from Germany until 
after Esser’s trial was over. It was 
in Mrs. Faller’s house that the detect- 
ives found the correspondence between 
Esser and the German Government re- 
gerding the sale of the plans and mod- 
els of the Bliss torpedo. 

Letters Found in Mattress, 

In December last detectives learned 
that Esser had received letters fron 
foreign governments addressed to “Herr 
Karl Fatler,” the dead husband of Mrs. 
Faller. A detective was placed in the 
Faller house. A letter was found in the 
mattress from a high official connecteu 
with the Imperial Navy Department of 
Germany, written to Esser at the time

PUT LIFE I 
10 COMMITTEES 


Bodies Supposed to Look 
After Expenditures Are to 
Be Resuscitated. 
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IDLE FOR MANY YEARS 











Appropriation of $36,000 Will 
Soon Enable Them to 
Get Busy. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispaich. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—That Con- 
gress has for 75 years appropriated mil- 
lions for the executive departments and 
paid little attention to how the money 
was spent is revealed by its sudden de- 
termination to bring to life 10 commit- 
tees that have been dead since their cre- 
ation except in isolated instances. 

What this neglect means is indicated 
by the fact that this year Congress will 
apprepriate about $36,000,000 for conduct- 
ing the departments and this is a year 
of retrenchment. 

The dead committees are committees 
on expenditures. There is one for each 
executive department and also one for 
expenditures in public buildings. 

What the Duties Are. 

The extent of the duties which they 
have failed to perform is shown in the 
rules of the House. It is as follows: 

“The examination of the accounts and 
expenditures of the several departments 
of the Government and the manner of 
keeping ‘the same; the economy, just- 
ness and correctness of such expendl- 
tures; their conformity with appropri- 
ation laws; the proper application of 
public moneys; the security of the Gov- 
ernment against unjust and extrava- 
gant demands; retrenchment; the en- 
forcement of the payment of moneys 
due to the United States; the economy 
and accountability of public officers; the 
abolishment of useless offices; the re- 


'duction or increase of the pay of of- 


ficers, shall be subjects within the jur- 
isdiction of the nine standing commit- 
tees Ongthe public expenditures in the 
several departments.”’ 

To the Committee on Accounts be- 
longs the credit for bringing them to 
life. It has recommended that clerks 
be employed for the committees and 
that they be given facilities for doing 
their work. The House approved this 
suggestion and passed the necessary 
resolution putting it into effect. 

No Appropriation for Expenses. 

“When charges of irregularity in a 
department made it possible for one of 


the committees on expenditures to ex- 
ercise its functions, the House itself 
denied it that privilege,"’ says the com- 
mittee’s report. “It is not to be won- 
dered at then that we have today 10 
committees of the House classed as 
more ornamental than useful, and the 
denial to these committees of facilities 
such as clerks has been additional evi- 
dence that the House did not ®xpect 
them to do any work. 

“But it is proposed to change such 
conditions and to galvanize these com- 
mittees and make them a living, work- 
ing force instead of mere meaningless 
fictions, : 

“Instead of furnishing a dumping 
ground, so to speak, for members of the 
House who could not be taken care of 
otherwise in committee assignments, 
the Speaker of the present House, in 
his appointments upon the expenditures 
committees has made their personnel 
such as to be a guaranty that they 


+will perform the duties with which they 


are charged. and for which they were 
created by the rules; and the Com- 
mittee on Accounts believes that, pro- 
vided with clerical aid, the committees 
on expenditures will render the House 
and the country service which will re- 
sult in economy and the better ad- 
ministration of the executive depart- 
ments. 

“We verily believe that with these 
committees fully equipped for work and 
steadily pursuing their prescribed 
duties, they would render unnecessary, 
not to say impossible, the creation by 
executive order of commissions, such 
as the Keep Commission, and the Wa- 
terways Commission, and the promul- 
gation of departmental regulations 
without authority of Congress. 

“That such orders and _ regulations 
when issued were deemed necessary in 
the interest of the public service there 
is no doubt; but that they were made 
possible by the inertia of ype ncn 
there can also be no doubt. Likewise, 
with the expenditures committees alive 
to every possible contingency and with 
intimate knowledge o ie workings of 
each department and its expenditures, 
such creation would be impossible ex- 
cept by congressional! action.”’ 


How Committee Doesn’t Work. 
The oldest of these committees was 
formed in 1816 and others followed as 
departments were created. How these 
edmmittees worked or didn't work is 
illustrated in the experience of Con- 


gressman Hamlin of Missouri, who was 
appointed on the Committee on KEx- 
penditures in the State Department. 

He asked another committee mem ber 
when there would be a me eting. 
Rig was the reply. “This com- 
Y ee nt ver meets. here’ 
for oe tap he e There’s nothing 

“But doesn’t it get reperts from the 
Secretary of State showing how he 
spends the money we give him?” asked 
Mr. Hamlin. 

“Oh, no,” said the other members, “I 
suppose he reports to somebody, but I 
don’t know who."’

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Paper 
Trust has reorganized, in open defiance 
of the Government, according to charges 
filed with Atterney-General Bonaparte 
by Herman Ridder, president of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Ag 
sociation. : 

Mr. Ridder has filed voluminous evi- 
dence with the Attorney-General 
against the paper combine, which, 
when brought face to face, some months 
ago, With criminal prosecution by the 
l‘ederal authorities, 
form of disbanding. 

Pool Formed, Is Charge. 

It is now charged that some time age 
the manufacturers formed a fiber and 
manila pool of 4 paper mills, inchuding 
cen mills with a capacity for news print 
puper. The chairman is alleged to be

street, New York City. 

Under him there have been put into 
effect, it is said, an allotment of the 
output by each mill, restriction of pro- 
dvetion agreement to fix prices, dis- 
criminations in certain prices in cer- 
tain parts of the country, allowances 
to mills that shut down under the 
agreement, and other things indicating, 
it is alleged, a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. 

It is charged that the Western Fiber 
and Manila Bag Manufacturers met 
some time ago in Chicago and agreed 
on a shut-down of 30 days in order 
to maintain prices and starve the mar- 
ket. The box board makers are said to 
have advanced the price of their pro- 


duct arbitrarily last year $2 a ton, and 


also are safd to have planned a raid on 
the raw material men to force down 
tiueir prices. 

The attention of the Attorney-General 
is called to the fact that the Paper 
Trade Journal not long ago announced 
that $500,000 of the funds of the John 
H. Parks pool had been locked up by 
the’ failure of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Co. in New York. 

Other Monopolies Cited. 

The book paper makers, another 
branch of the trust, are alleged to have 
restricted production and fixed prices 
atbitrarily. The writing. paper group, 
the blotting and tissue paper group and 
the wrapping paper men are charged 
with monopolizing thos» lines. 

The soda pulp workers and the sul- 
phite pulp makers are alleged to have 
raised prices and to have restricted pro- 
duction without the slightest regard for 
the anti-trust laws. 

‘““Seven groups of paper workers,”’ says 
Mr. Ridder, “have held meetings in New 
York City within the last fortnight. 
These groups include pulp makers, mak- 
ing of boards, tissue, bookK paper, news 
print paper, writing and manilla and 
wrapping paper. 

“Sulphite pulp constitutes one-fifth of 
the material that enters into news print 
paper, ground wood constituting four- 
fifths. All of the groups referred to 
have a common purpose and a common 
method which is illustrated by the de- 
tails herewith shown. All of these are 
subdivisions of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association, a national organiza- 
tion that has its headquarters at 309 
Broadway, New York City. 

“The papermaking business is so inter- 
dependent between these groups that 


went through the: 





the actions of many of them have con- 
tributed materially toward producing an 
artificial scarcity in news print paper 
and an abnormal and utterly unjustifia- 
ble increase in the price of news print 
and book and other papers.’’ 

Owns 5000-Mile Tract. 

The old General Paper Co., which Fed- 
eral Judge Sanborn ordered disbanded, 
is now the american Pulp and Paper 
Association, it is alleged. The Interna- 
tional Paper Co., which controls 5000 
square miles on the Restigonche River, 
New Brunswick, and it is credited, Mr. 
Bonaparte is told, with pouring millions 
of dollars into investments in Canadian 
forests, though it previously held wood 
land that wouiu reproduce forever a sup- 
ply of spruce pulp wood sufficient to 
make twice the quantity of pulp it now 
uses, 

Any purchases by it of pulp wood from 
outside sources tend, it is charged, to 
stimulate the price of pulp wood, and to 
furnish a pretext for an advance of the 
price of news print paper. 

“The stumpage of the International 
Paper Co.,”’ says Mr. Ridder, ‘is rated 
on its books at about $1.70 per acre, but 
its officers claim to be buying outside 
supplies on a basis of three times that 
book valuation. The International Pa- 
per Co. advanced its price of paper to 
S) cents per ton when it had been in- 
voicing wood in the raw from Canada 
at $ per cord. Canadian paper makers 
say that $38 per cord was paid last sum- 
mer to farmers for pulp wood. 

Large Profit Shown. 

“Ottawa advices say that there is no 
increase in the cost of pulp wood. News 
print paper mills that are not entirely 
modern are now making paper at fig- 
ures that show a profit of more than 
$20 per ton on the paper prices just an- 
nounced by the International Paper Co. 
($52.60 per ton). In other words, for pa- 
per delivered, say, in New York, up- 
to-date mills are making a profit of more 
than 6 per cent on the cost of manu- 
facture, delivery and storage, and they 
are making a profit of 40 per cent upon 
a reasonable allowance for the capital 
required by a modern plant. 

‘“‘These illegal combinations have im- 
posed burdens upon consumers of all 
kinds of paper, and, if carried out as 
indicated by the published utterances 
of the leaders of the various groups, 
they will add at least $60,000,000 per an- 
num to the cost of paper as compared 
with two years ago.”’

On one day 
there were between 2000 and 3000 immi- 
grants on Ellis Island. 

There is little abatement, however, in 
the rush of the alien labor’ element 


In January and Feb- 
ruary 109,151 third class passengers went 
to Europe as against 32,260 of the same 
class who arrived here. During Janu- 
ary and February last year 88,131 immi- 
grants arrived here.

New York to Pittsburg as follows: 

“First of all we traveled through the 
outskirts of New York. The fringes of 
a great city are never very gracious, 
but anything so horribly ugly as these 
last stretches of the streets of New 
York it is impossible to ‘imagine. It 
resembles a picture from some. wild 
dream. Black, wet, dropsical barracks, 
half sunk in mud, the windows broken, 
around about mournful puddles. Here 
and there huge colored advertisements 
and nothing, nothing that the eye can 
call beautiful—no green spot, not a 
tree. Imagine the influence of such 
houses on the spirits of the men living 
in them. 

Calls Country Hideous. 

“Gradually we leave the _ closed-in, 
narrow roads. Singly built houses give 
the landscape a different character. 
We travel through places correspond- 
ing to the suburbs of Berlin, but what 
a difference. Naked and bald stand 
those country houses on naked patches 
of grass, witheut beauty or ernament 
of any sort. 

“The longer the train travels the 
more ene sees how much unoccupied 
land there is here. During the entire 
rine hours from New York to Pitts- 
burg | did not see a single patch of 
cultivated land. Smoking factory chim- 
neys as far as the eye could reach. 
Among the smoking chimneys smal! 
places with waste land and wretched 
remnants of former forests. 

“What is a village In Europe? When 
at one time T thought the villages in 
Posen and Lorraine ugly I knew no bet- 
ter. Now I must retract what I have 
said, for I have seen these awful Amer 
ican villages. -The neglected Polish vil- 
lages have something homely in compari- 
son—even the worst of them. These 
American villages present an infinitely 
sad acpect. Those scen from the railway 
lack every poetry and grace. 

Traffic Makes Impression. 

“But the traffic on the line impressed 
me. Long roads of goods trains one 
after the other at short intervals; long, 
long columns of cars like the battalions 
of a regiment. Europe knows nothing 
like it—cannot imagine it. No wonder 
they have no time there to trouble about 
minor matters. Rails, sleepers, bolts 
and other things which in Europe are 
piled in orderly stacks along the line, are 
scattered there in terrible disorder, sing- 
ly or in loose, disorderly heaps. The 
line is badly built, and the entire aspect 
of it looks as if it were just recovering 
from a bad ratiway accident. 

“And the telegraph poles! They are 
wonderful things. They are not ordered 
in regular lines, one stands here, another 
there, high, dow, crooked, straight trees, 
roughly trimmed. Not the least consid- 
eration for their effect on the eye. The 
chief, the only, consideration is that 
they hold up the wires.’’

Plan to Compete for 10-Year 
Job if Ordinance Fa- 
vors Them.

Competition for the contract to light 
the city for 10 years, beginning Sept. 1, 
1910. is promised by the Light and De- 
velopment Co. of St. Louis, if the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly will pass an ordinance 
stipulating that the lowgst bidder shall 
receive a franchise. 

The Light and Development Co. was 
incorporated last week, with a capital 
of $5000—divided into 50 shares of $100 
each. This capitalization will be great- 
ly increased, officers. of the company 
say, if the ordinance about to be pre- 
sented to the Municipal ASBsembly con- 
tains the provision they desire. A plant 
of capacity equal to the tast of lighting 
the,city and serving private customers, 
they estimate, would cdst $5,000,000. They 
say they have available about $6,000,000 
for the enterprise. 

Officers Men of Experience. 

All the present ofncers of the Light 
and Development Company were form- 
erly conncted in an executive way with 
the Laclede Power Co., which was 
finally absorbed by the North American 
Co. on Jan. 8 48908. Hugo Wurdack is 
president of the Light and Development 
Co., William Smith is vice-president; 
Herace W. Beck is secretary, and Ed- 
ward M. Curts is treasurer. 

Smith formerly was contract agent 
of the Laclede company; Beck was sec- 
retary and treasurer; Curts was super- 
intendent ef distribution, and Wurdack 
was in gharge of the company’s’ gen- 
erating stations. - 

Eugene Slevin, attorney for the new 
company, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

‘Unless the ordinance authorizing the 
Board of Public Improvements to let 
the contract contains a stipulation that 
the lowest bidder shall receive a com- 
mercial franchise, there will be no com- 
petition. The only grants now existing 
aie in favor of some constituent com- 
pany of the North American Co. 

Bidder Must Have Guarantee. 

“Tt is plain, therefore, that even if 
a bidder not having a frdnchise should 
name a low figure, therg would be no 
assurance that he co perform the 
contract. His ability tofdo so would de- 
pend on the willingness and expedition 
of the Municipal Assembly in granting 
a franchise. There is no time to lose. 

“The plan we propose woe encour- 
age competition. Members of the Board 
ef Public Improvements told me that 
they could not include the cla@use I 
Stgegested in the ordinance because City 
Counselor Bates had disappreved the 
idea. 

“Mr. Bates later informed me that 
he had given no such opinion, and that 
he recognized the Municipal Assem- 
bly’s full authority te make a franchise 
ene of the considerations vs a low 
bid. v 

“The city will be confronted with an 
almighty monopoly when the contract 
is let, unless the Board of Public Im- 
provements and the Assembly do some- 
thing to foster competition. Guarantee- 
ing a franchise to the lowest bidder is 
tre only way “in which a large number 
uf bids cdi be obtained.” 

Bill in Process of Drawing. 

The bill authorizing the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements to let a contract is not 
yet drawn. The form of the contract 
and the specifications governing its per- 
formance are now in City Counselor 
Bates’ hands for scrutiny. 

President O’Reilly of the . Board of 
Public Improvements and Harbor and 
Wharf. Commissioner Whyte, chairman 
of the committee which drew the con- 
tract and specifications, have frequently 
said they de not believe in the wisdom 
of allowing the successful bidder a fran- 
chise for commercial lighting.

At the office of the Chief of E.i- 
gineers of the War Department, which 
has supervision over the construction of 
the McKinley Bridge, all knowledge of 
the complaint of the St. Louis steamboat 
men was disclaimed. No formal com- 
plaint has been filed against the bridge. 
Plans for it were approved last June by 
the engineers. 

Congressman McKinley of _ Iilinois, 
president of the company building the 
McKinley bridge, said his representa- 
tives In St. Louis had not notified him 
of any complaint and all that he 
knew was what he had’ seen in the 
newspapers. 

“The statement that Mr. Van Duzer's 
removal from St. Louis is due to the 
hostility of our company to him is 
ridiculous,” said Mr. McKinley, ‘I do 
not even know who Mr. Van Duzer is, 
and have never heard a word*about 
anybody's opposition to the bridge 
plans. 

“T have just had a letter from Mr. 
Smith, who is in charge of our work 
in St. Louis, and he does not say any- 
thing about opposition. If there were 
any he would notify me.’’

Hold Brief and Harmonious

NEW YORK, March 7.—The Repub- 
lican State Committee of New York to- 
day put its seal of approval on the can- 
didacy of Charles E. Hughes for the 
nomination for the Presidency by_unan- 
imously indorsing him as the choice of 
his party in this State before the Na- 
tional Republican Convention at Chica- 
go. The same resolution, offered by for- 
mer Congressman W. H. Douglass, ex- 
tended the hearty thanks of the com- 
mittee to President Roosevelt for his 
“services tQ his country by rugged de- 
termination to oppose wrong and fm de- 
manding justice for all,” ‘ 

Sets Date of State Cenvention. 

The committee then carried out the 
purposes for which it was brought to- 
gether by calling the State Convention 
to meet in New York City April 11, and 
‘by unanimous vote agreeing to recom- 
mend former Lieutenant-Governor M. 
Linn Bruce as temporary chairman of 
the convention. 

All the 88 members of the committee 
were present or represented by proxy 
and the meeting lasted less than half 
an hour. 

Near the close of the brief session, 
Committeeman Douglass introduced his 
resolution and after a second by J. F. 
H. Fracke of Brooklyn made a. brief 
speech eulogistic of President Roosevelt 
and Gov. ‘Hughes. 

Doesn’t Expect Walk-Over. 

“We are approaching another’ great 
political campaign,’’ said Mr. Douglass, 
“and the people of the nanalitiages tas 
ty don’t anticipate the same walkover 
they had eight years ago, and four 
years ago. 

“The time has been reached when we 
should declare ourselves as to who is 
to be our standard-bearer. It is our 
auty to voice the sehtiments of this 
committee so the people will know 
where we stand. New York is the 
greatest State in the Union and it has 
often been said, ‘as goes New York, so 
goes the Union.’ 

Will Guarantee Election, 

“TI believe that his:rory will repeat it- 
s-'f this vear. We want to go to Chi- 
cago and say we will guarantee to elect 
our man. The time has come when we 
should unfold our banner and write 
or it in letters of gold, the name of 
our candidate. Let us ask Chicago 
to rally around it; and let us say iif 
you will nominate him, we will elect 
him.’ ’’

Club to perpetuate racing in this, the home of the thoroughbred, 
and, with that end in view,, they have decided, as far as possible, 


to eliminate the gambling features of the game. 


The Jockey Club 


people believe that the mutual pool system will convince the public 
that they will be afforded a way to get a run for their money with- 


out the usual scandal attached to 
«0 the novice the working of the Paris 
mutual machine may prove at first a 
puzzle, but it only takes a short time.to 
unravel its mysteries. This system is 
_< uped on all of the foreign racetracks 
outside of England. In countries other 
» than France it is generally called the 
“totalizer.”” This system puts the book- 
maker on the plane with the general 
public. The “angles’’ of the game, s0 
called by the festive ‘“‘bookle,”’ no longer 
exist. It also curtails the operations of 
the festive touts. As there is practically 
_ ho ingentive for a jockey to give any 
nila horse a dishonest ride, it also eliminates 
another evil. It knocks the operations of 
the plunger into a cocked hat, as each 
transaction is a separate one at a cer- 
tain amount. To illustrate, if a plunger 
wanted to bet $1000 on a horse, he would 
- be compelled to make 100 transactions 
/ at the $10 machine. Then again, while 
he is buying this number of tickets, the 
~ public could tell the horse he is playing 
by noticing the large number of tickets 
sold on that horse. He has no possible 
> way of hiding his ‘information, as every- 
-' thing connected with the machines will 
be open to public conan a 


There are strai.:.t, place and show 
machines. These machines are of differ- 
ent denominations. At Churchill Downs 
this spring there will be $2, $% and $10 
machines. The straight machineg are 
separate and apart from the place and 
‘show machines. Every transaction is 
separate. If one should play a horse 
to win in a certain machine, the entire 
number of tickets sold on every horse in 
that machine is totalized, the percentage 
is deducted from the entire amount and 
then divided by the number of tickets 
sold on the winning horse. This will 

v © give one the exact amount coming to a 
_ ‘holder of a ticket on the winning horse. 
Bs odds obtained by the machines 
are the natural, legitimate and true ones 

“ made by the public. There will be no 
‘guch thing as a false favorite or such 


> talk as one sometimes hears in the bet- 
ting ring, where bookmakers predomi-

nate, that certain bookmakers are laying 
against certain horses for certain own- 
ers. That is, that an owner will have 
his horse run out of the money when 
the public figures him the best. 


The machines that will be operated by 
the Jockey Club will be of the latest 
pattern, and to further protect the pub- 
lic the officials of the Jockey Club have 
decided to lock the machines as soon as 
the horses in a race have passed the 
judges’ stand on their way to the post. 
They do not propose to even wait until 
the horses get off. This will be done 
in order to protect the public from hav- 
ing extra tickets rung up on them after 
the horses have been sent away from 
the post. Years ago, when the Paris 
mutual machine was introduced here, 
that was one of the chief causes that 
made the machine unpopular with, the 
public. The operators in some instances, 
at that time, would ring up a number 
of tickets on the horse that appeared 
to have a good chance to win after the 
field had entered the stretch. All this 
tended to make the public lose confi- 
dence in the machines and put them in 
bad odor. The bookmakers were really 
the cause of all the trouble in those 
days. They had a strong organization 
and things all their own way. They lit- 
tle thought the day would come when 
the same inanimate machine would rise 
up and put them out of business. The 
two can’t exist together. The Paris 
mutual machine and the bookmaker are 
in direct conflict with the other. 


The machine is divided into 10 or more 
spaces, showing the names of the horses 
in a race. If the fleld is composed of 
more than 10 horses the space (No. 10) 
is labeled ‘‘Field,’’ and nine of the most 
likely contenders are shown, and the 
rest sold as the ‘Field’ in the tenth 
space. The tickets are sold for $2, $5 
or $10, there being separate machines for 
each amount. The buyer approaches the 
operator, asking for a ticket on the 
horse that he likes, and as the ticket is 
sold the operator pulls the small lever 
in the lower right-hand corner of the 
space containing that horse’s name. The 
number of the horse on the mutual ma- 
chine corresponds with the number and 
horse on the official program. This reg- 
isters one more ticket sold on that horse 
and adds one to the total at the top 
of the machtne. The small buttons over 
each number are for turning the num- 
ber dials back to “0” at the conclusion 
of each race. The number ‘‘4,’’ in the 
extreme left-hand corner of the machine, 
indicates the number of the race.

Ceminercia! telegraph operators in St. 
Louis who have been out of employ- 
ment since the strike last summer have 
no immediate prospects of getting work 
as the result of the national law pro- 
hiblting the employment of railroad 
operators for more than nine hours a 
day. The operators had expected that 
when the law went into effect there 
would be a big increase in the demand 
for their services. It is now said by 
officials of the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers that the new law will not do 
more than give employment to the rail- 
road operators who have been. laid off 
during the past few months. 

Many of the small stations where 
operators were maintained are now 
closed at night. There are about 53,000 
telegraph operators in the rallroad servy- 
ice. It is estimated that between 12,- 
(00 and 15,000 operators have been laid 
off since the stringency began. Most 
of these men will find employment now 
that the roads will not be permitted 
to -work any operator more than nine 
hours a day. . 

More than one hundred commercial 
operators in St. Louis are now without 
regular employment. Some of these are 
carried on the extra lists of the Postal 
and Western Union companies, while 
others are idie. One of the reasons 
given by the railroads in their applica- 
tion for an extension of the time of 
putting the law into effect was that op- 
erators could not be found to take the 
jobs. 

President Perham of the railroad te- 
legraphers’ organization, in his testi- 
money before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, said that 10,000 or 15,000 op- 
erators who have found other employ- 
ment would return to the keys if the 
salary inducements were sufficient. He 
said a minimum salary of $89 per month 
would bring many operators from other 
pursuits into their old business.

PASTOR SUED 
OR FEES AND 
A DEAD nuns 


The Rev. Bernard W. Lee Hes 
Many Other Proceedings 
to Defend. 


ACCUSED BY A WOMAN 


Alleges He Obtained Property 
of Her Mother by “Undue 
Influence.” 


Several suite have been brought in 
the Circuit Court of Jersey County, IIlL., 
against the Rev. Bernard W. Lee, 
former pastor of St. Xavier’s Church in 
Jerseyville, Ill., but now pastor of a 
church in New Douglas. The .suits 
ange from attorneys’ fees to a dead 
horse. 

The trial has been 
beginning March 16, 
sided over by Judge Robert B. 
of Carlinsville, Il. 

The State Bank of Jerseyville sues 
Father Lee for $500 on two notes; Hugh 
Javin of Jerseyville sues for recovery 
of notes and interest; Kaughn & Chap- 
men sue for fees for services in Octo- 
ber, 1906; Frank J. Hardy desires to 
recover the price of a horse, $150, which 
he alleges Father Lee killed by hard 
driving, and Thomas T. Ferns, County 
Judge, has issued an attachment 
against the property of the father for 
$950 attorneys’ fees which are alleged 
to have accumulated between the years 
of 1904 and 1908. 

The suits were brought because it 
was alleged that Father Lee was about 
to transfer several pieces of property 
which he owns in Jerseyville. He owns 
@ business block of five houses there 
which are occupied by profitable ten- 
ants, and it has been said that he has 
been trying to dispose of them 

Woman Transferred $4000. 

Father Lee went to Jerseyville three 
years ago from Paris, lll., and assumed 
the control of the St. Xavier’s Parish. 
Not long afterward, it is alleged, he 
was called to the home of one of his 
parishioners, Mrs. Mary J. ee 
was 70 years old, and at the point of 
death. 

Tt is said that at that time Mrs. Knatt 
transferred to him personally about 
$4000, at the same time disinheriting 
her only child, Mrs. Margaret Gilmore 
of Winona, Minn. 

It was asserted in a petition filed 
later that Mrs. Gilmore was not per- 
mitted to know of her mother’s filness 
and that she was not present at her 
death. 

In September, 1994, Mrs. Gilmore be- 
gan suit against Father Lee, alleging 
that she had been disinherited because 
Father Lee had used improper influence 
on her mother. 

A long and 0ODitter trial followed. 
Father Lee was represented by Thomas 
F. Ferns, and, in his defense, he made 
the claim that Mrs. Gilmore was not 
the daughter of Mae. Knatt. 

Lost Case in Court. 

On that issue, the court decided that 
Mrs. Knatt and Mrs. Gilmore were 
mother and daughter, and awarded 
the property to the latter. 

Father Lee appealed the cas® and 
in September, 1906, Judge O. P. 
Thompson of Jasksonville, Ill., hand- 
ed down a decree giving Mrs. Gilmore 
all the real estate involved but award- 
ing Father Lee the personal property, 
holding that it was 4a personal gift 
from the dead woman to the priest. 


The personal property consisted main- 
ly of notes to the amount of about 

700. 

Mrs. Gilmore went to the Appellate 
Court in 1907 at Springfield and a 
decision was once gis dee oe gave her 
all her mother’s pfoperty, on the 
ground that the bequest to Father 
Lee had been made under undue in- 
fluence and that the transfer wag not 
legal. 

Father Lee appealed for his rights 
under the will to the Supreme Court 
of Illinois, where the case is now 

ending 
" It is or in Jerseyville that Father 
Lee was a lover of fast horses and 
that he kept a kennel of bull dogs and 
was an all-round sportsman. He was 
a good business man also and 
cumulated considerable property.

PATENTEE HAS THE EXCLUSIVE 
RIGHT, DECLARE TWO FIRMS 


Stephens Printing Co. and John C. 
Higdon Ouote Law in Letters 
to Post-Dispatch. 


The following letters, regarding the 
patent laws of the United States, have 
been received by the Post-Dispatch. The 
first is from the Hugh Stephens Print- 
ing Co. of Jefferson City, and reads: 

“In last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch ap- 
peared an article on the subject of pat- 
ents. The language used is decidedly 
damaging to any patentee, and especial- 
ly to ourselves, as we are largely inter- 
ested in a patent that is affected more 
than ordinarily. ; 

“You state in the article mentioned 
that any man can legally make and 
use any patented article, so long as he 
does not offer it for sale. This is un- 
true, and contrary to the law on the 
subject. The owner of a patent is pro- 
tected to the fullest extent, not only 
against the sale, but the use of his pat- 
ent.’’ 

The second letter was signed by John 
C. Higdon of Higdon & Longan, patent 
attorneys, of St. Louis. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“A number of our cHents have com- 
plained to us of the apparent injustice 
under the heading, ‘Are Patents Worth- 
less?’ in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
wherein the following erroneous stuate- 
ment occurs: 

***Moreover, under the Federal stat- 
utes, any man can legally use and make 
any patented article so long as he does 
not offer {t for sale.’ 

“There is no doubt in our minds that 
the author of the article has been er- 
roneously informed as to the United 
States patent law, and the large circu- 
lation of the Sunday Post-Dispatch con- 
taining this article cannot fail to do 
great damage to the manufacturers of 
patented articles all over the United 
States. For instance, one of our clj- 
ents writes as us follows: 

“Such a provision would vitally af- 
fect us in the manufacture of our ar- 
ticles, as a large number of people 
would insist that they had a right to 
use them, provided they make them 
themselves, for their own use.’ 

“We call attention to the clear lan- 
guage of the law, Which is exactly op- 
pesite to that above referred to, as fo)- 
lows: 

“ “Section 4854, Rey. Stat., 1878 Every 
patent shall contain a short title or eke 
scription of the invention or discovery. 
correctly indicating its nature and de- 
sign, and a grant to the patentee. his

years, of the exclusive right to make 
uge and vend the tnvention or discov- 
ery throughout the United States and 
Territories thereof.’ 

“Furthermore, every patent contains 
a statement that it grants to the pat- 
entee the exclusive right to make. use 
and vend thhe invention, so that there 
can be no question In the mind of any 
intelligent person that no one has a 
right to ‘use’ a patented invention, even 
if he make ft for his own use, and with- 
out an intention of selling it.”

production of wealth in the United 
States and of dollar worship, it is 
declared by some au‘horiiies that 
human rights are secondary tio prop- 
erty rights, that the safeguards of the 
iuaw are thrown more sirongly around 
wealth and less strongly around hu- 
manity, and that today property is 
sacred while human life, honor and 
virtue are put up and bid for in the 
market place. 

The laws of entail and primogeni- 
ture came into existence #8 a neces- 
sity of the organization of society in 
raurope. In the evolution of the aris- 
tocracies it was early seen that the 
family must be placed above the in- 
dividual and the title united to the 
property. Hence came the law of 
entail, which prevented the distribu- 
tion of property amongst the mem- 
bers of the family, and even prevent- 
ed the temporary holder thereof from 
alienation or diminution of the prop- 
erty. The holder of the family for- 
tune only held it in trust and ex- 
ercised but a limited vart of the pow- 
er which belonged to that property. 
This is in essence the theory of the 
law of entail, which obtains in many 
Muropean countries today. 

When the American people threw 
cff the British yoke, they abolished 
much else besides foreign control. 
Instead of the paramountcy of the 
family in the common law, they sub- 
stituted the paramountcy of the in- 
cividual. The whole spirit of early 
American law was against entail and 
primogeniture, which were regarded 
8: trappings of royalty. 

In the State of New York it re- 
guired a constitutional amendment to 
abolish the entaii in the Van Rens- 
selaer estate near Albany In other 
States much difficulty was encoun- 
tered in putting an end to the per- 
nicious principle that property could 
te handed from one generation to 
another in perpetuity and vast for- 
tunes held in trust. 


Finally there came into existence 


here what is known as the _ Rule 
Against Perpetuity. In nearly all the 
states there is a statutory limita‘ion 
as to how property may be devised in 
this manner, the utmost limit being 
“three lives_in being’’ at the time of 
the death of the testator, with 21: 
years added. In other words, the 
general theory has been that prop- 
erty should not be held together for 
ihe benefit of unborn generations, and 
that it can only be bequeathed to 
people who are alive at the time of 
the making of the will. 

Legislators in the various states 
realized the danger and menace to the 
public welfare of large trust estates 
which should go on accumulating 
with compound interest from year to 
vear, increasing in principal and in- 
terest. Such trusts were soulless 
corporations in the view of these 
legislators, which took the money 
from the people, giving nothing in 
return. 

In other words, the millionaire, 
through them, lived after his death. 
Like John Brown’s body, the sou! of 
the money lender went “marching 
on.” Every dollar that such a trust 
accumulated weakened the actual 
liverty of the living people and di- 
tuinished the power of the Govern- 
ment. 

This is the “dead hand.” This is 
how a skeleton can rule. This is 
how ghosts may tell us what to do. 
All these things were clearly seen by 
American legislators. 

Fut the American people have 
learned since the Civil War, when 
the rapid accumulation of millions 
nas become such a marked feature 
ef our civilization, that money, when 
{t cannot make the law, can circum- 
vent the law. The people may de- 
clare one thing in a statute. Wealth 
may declare the contrary in actual 
practice. Many learned commenta- 
tors go so far as to assert that near- 
lv aii the gigantic fortunes,of today 
were accumulated in violation of tie 
epirit of the law and that their pow- 
er is exercised to evade the law. 

Old Snell did not discover these 
facts. Many millionaires of recent 
vears have gone what he proposed to 
do. In fact some of them have gone 
further. 

Snell, in tying up his money, ap- 
pears to have been animated by vin- 
dictiveness rather than by greed. But 
some millionaires in fabricating their 
wills have exhibited remar’able in- 
gernuity in devising methods where- 
by long after their death, they mizht 
arrange the most important and the 
riinutest details of the lives of their 
descendants. 

It must be admitted that such a 
desire is natural. After exercising 
the autocratic pewer of a millionaire 
for yéars, it goes much agsinst the 
grain of such a man to think that 
d°ath will compel him to lav down 
this scepter. He wants to cling to 
Lis power even after he is dead He 
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wants to think that future genera- 
tions will obey his will. He wants to 
impose his notions on posterity, to 
dictate to people he never met and 
to feel while on the verge of the 
grave that death is not the end of all. 

For purposes of public policy the 
law @f every state gives this power 
to millionaires today in the matter 
ot charities and educational public in- 
stitutions. These are gains for the 
public. If a dying millionaire wants 
tc found a public charity, the law 
permits him to perpetuate his prop- 
erty for that purpose and even to in- 
clude as a necessary condition things 
that merely gratify his vanity, such 
o8 that the institu*ion shal! hear his 
name, or that the inmates shell wear 
“« certain uniform, or that some im- 
practicable scheme be carried out. 
Hut when it comes to ordering the 
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ives of individuals, where no money 
is left to a public charity, where 
estates are tied up solely for the bene- 
fit of remote generations, then pub- 
lic policy is opposed to it. 

Wills are on file in this country 
today made by millionaires prescrib- 
ing the names of their descendants, 
where they shall live, whom they 
shall marry, what they shall do. the 
nature of their business. Children 
unborn today must marrv other un- 
»orn children, or “go without.” Chil- 
cren of marriages that have not yet 
taken place have it ail provided for 
them how they shall go into business. 
where they shall live, and what their 
rames are to be Others coming into 
the world at some future time. are 
uot even to be allowed to think for 
themselves. Their religions have been 
s+ lected. 
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These wiiis nave what is called a 
“dragnet clause.” This provides that 
if certain children are not born. a8 
a result of certain marriages pro- 
vided for in the wills, then the money 
tLese children would he entitled to 
goes to some other children. 

A lot of people, because of such 
provisions, have got married and 
brought up children much against 
their inclination. That merely shows 
the power of property. In certain 
families there has been a rivairy to 
see which could get married and 
hsve children first, in order to thus 
ge! property. 

Wills of this ind have created all 
kinds of trouble for the people and 
they will go on ¢creatmg trouble unt{! 
pu an end to by the people. The in- 
surance scandal, amazed the 
financial world two y2ars ago, result- 
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ey from the fact that Henry B. Hyde, 
“under of the Equitable, tied up the 
control of that vast oiganization and 
segted it in young Jimmy Hyde, pre- 
yenting the mutualization of the com- 
pany.

That first invitation was accepted 
by 11 “Lonelies,” On the second Sun- 
day Mrs. Mustain’s guests numbered 
ahout 150, and on the third Sunday 
about 300, only part of whom could 
get into the Mustain family’s dwell- 
ing. Those unable to gain entrance 
Leld an overflow meeting in.the yard. 

The attendance at the fourth meet- 
ing, held at Anchor Hall,’ was about 
450—a record not yet broken. The 
next four meetings were at the Odeon. 
Then the circle moved to its present 
quarters—Weltner’s Conservatory of 
Music, 3620-22 Finney avenue. 

“Had I foreseen that so many per- 
sons would respond and that I would 
be given so much notoriety, I! 
wouldn’t have extended that first in- 
vitation,” said Mrs. Mustain, recently. 
“I thought just a few—perhaps half 
a éozen—would accept, and that these 
few, having a place to meet and a 
chaperone, would make their own 
piens for the future. 


Investigate Character. 
“But after starting the ‘Lonelies’ 


draw trom it, so I stuck to it. I am 
more than ever convinced now that 
tLe movement fills a void. So I don’t 
regret starting it, though all this no- 
toriety has been very uncomfortable. 

“We now have 403 enrolled mem- 
bers. Regular meetings are held every 
Sunday afternoon from 2 to 5:30 
o'clock. Our average attendance at 
Sunday afternoon meetings is 200. 
The business, executive and character 
committees and as many of the other 
members of the circle as can crowd 
in, meet at my home every Wednes- 
day night.” 

It soon was found that not only 
young people, but the aged as well, 
were eager for just such an oppor- 
tunity to escape their loneliness as 
came through the hospitality of Mrs. 
Mustain. Of the old people Mrs. 
Mustain says: 

“Through my work among the 
“‘Lonelies’ I have learned that old 
people are more hopelessly lonely in 
many cases than any of the young 
ones. The young ones have oppor- 
tunities to meet other voung ones, 
either through their business connec- 
t'ons or in other ways, but the old 
ones enjoy fewer privileges because 
of their age. Some of our most en- 
thusiastic members are aged, and a 
number of them are middle-aged. 
Three old, gray-haired men never 
miss a meeting. An aged woman 
whose husband is dead and whose 
whildren are all married off, never 
misses.” 

Mrs. Mustain and the members of 
the “Lonely Circle” are indignant at 
the suggestion that the movement is 
anything of a matrimonial agency or 
that its object is to promote matri- 
mony. Says Mrs. Mustain: 

“Of course, many of the members 
would like to marry ff they could find 
congenial mates, but they dislike hav- 
Ing the fact mentioned to them every 


few minutes. Only ane of the sev- 
/ a 


eral marriages in the ranks Of 
‘Lonelies’ can positively be said to 
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bave resulted from the organization. 
And in the one case the couple was 
elderly. They fi met at a meeting 
of the circle. W ve a number of 
merried couples among otir members. 
Surely they don’t contemplate matri- 
mony. 

“We have a Character Committee 
which investigates all persons about 
whom we are in the least suspicious, 
but so far this Committee has had 
little to do. We were fortunate in 
getting a good class of people inter- 
ested at the start, and this class has 
been in the majority ever since. Per- 
sons of bad character soon become 
aware that they are out of their 
sphere and retire to a more congenial 
environment.” 

It is the plan to build or buy a 
clubhouse at an early date, equipping 
it with music room, reading room and 
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other conveniences fo1 members. At 
all social functions given at the club- 
house, mothers of the members and 
women church workers of all denomi- 
nations wil) act as chaperones.” 

But the scope of the “Lonely” move- 
ment is bigger and broader than one 
city. The mind’s eye of the leaders 
looks out to every other city on the 
map, and they yearn to start else- 
v bere, in every city and town in the 
country, just such a congenial, de- 
lizhtful circle as exists in St. Louis.

Mustain says: 

We expect soon to. establish 
braftithes in all the important cities 
nf the United States, and in many of 
the smaller cities, and with this view 
our stationery already reads, ‘Su- 
preme Circle.’ The organization will

Men’s Christian Association, except 
chat it will be essentially a social in- 
stitution for both sexes. 

“The name ‘Lonely Social Circle’ 
displeases some members and pros- 
pective members. Some say ‘Anti- 
Lonely Social Circle’ would be more 
logical. But the newspapers gave the 
circle the name ‘Lonely’ at the start 
end it is so well known by that name 
that by adopting another the circle 
would lose its identity.” 

The officers cf the Circle are: Mrs. 
Ambie H. Mustain, president; John 
Van Dyke, first vice-president; Har- 
ry Caton, second vice-president, and 
Cc. C. Mustain, secretary and treas- 
urer. 

Mrs. Mustain was born in Horse 
Cave, Hart County, Ky., Feb. 28, 1869, 
and is a daughter of/the Rev. J. G. 
Hardy, a Baptist minister who spent 
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most of his life preaching in different 
parts of Kentucky, and who now 
lives with his wife, Mrs. Mustain’s 
mother, at 6016 Suburban avenue, St. 
Leuis. At the age of 16 she began 
tevching district school in Hart 
County, Kentucky. She continued 
teuching until September, 1893, when 
ste was married in St. Louis to C. C. 
Mustain, also a native of Horse Cave, 
Ky Mr. and Mrs. Mustain have six 
children, ranging in age from 2 to 12 
vears. 

John Van Dyke is a railroad en- 
gineer, born in Mount Pulaski, IIl., 
sor of the Rev. George Van Dyke, a 
Methodist minister.

R. ROCKEFELLER, the -oil 

M king, is, and always has been, 
a very systematic giver. So 

much per cent of his income he dis- 


tributes each year, and a very good 
percentage it is. Years ago, when he 
earned less than $2000 annually, he 
gave away the same percentage that 
he gives today, and from a very early 
age he has practiced and preached 
the duty of putting aside so much of 
cne’s income—however small it be— 
for the »enefit of the poor. Levi T. 
Schofield, an intimate friend of the 
millionaire, relates how, when the 
war broke out in 1861, Rockefeller 
called him into his room one day and 
gave him $300 out of his strongbox. 
At the same time he guaranteed to 
a the family of each of 12 soldiers 
300 a year until the war was over.

to be worth only $10,000.

Five hundred Doukhobors live in 
two houses. Every man and woman 
has a space allotted, which is just 
four feet wide. They have to get into 
their beds from the foot, so cramped 
are their quarters. All eat at big 
tebles in the center. And, under a 
wew rule, no Doukhobor may own 
more than one shirt. 

So poor and indigestible ‘is their 
food now that most of the Doukho- 


bors are really ill and diseased. They 
let the law go as a dead letter, and 
births, deaths and marriages go un- 
recorded. ' 

They live in Northwestern Canada, 
these sirange fanatics. Only a little 
while ago they were Russians—Quak- 
ers, in reality. Like some of the ear- 
lier English Quakers, they . were 
forced by persecution to leave their 
ccuntry and flee to North America. 
Iheir English prototypes came to 
Pennsylvania more than two centu- 
ries ago; the Russians went to Can- 
eda in 1898. They settled near Lake 
Winnipeg, and there they are now, 
where 300,000 acres are reserved for 
their colonization. 

As dissenters from the Orthodox 
Church of Russia they had gone 
through some terrible sufferings for 
th:eir faith. 

The real official designation of the 
Doukhobors is “The Christian Com- 
munity of the Universal Brother- 
hood,” and is based on Christ’s com- 


ae 
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mand to 10Vé 4u men. itey bdelleve 
in abstention from physical violence; 
iudifference to personal fate; a life of 
purity; love for their persecuto:s dnd 
a willingness to suffer for the good of 
mankind, but not as lawbrea”eis. 

Their name — “Dou' hobor’’ — was 
originally given them in derision; the 
word means “spirit wrestler,” and 
vas intended to ridicule them. 

The origin of this strange doctrine 
of the Doukhobors dates back for 
centuries, but the first real organiza- 
tion of the sect took place about one 
hundred and fifty years ago. As time 
wore on two branches were formed, 
che submitting to the Government 
aud temporizing upon such matters 
as submitting to military duty and 
eating meat, while the other rigidly 
aihered .to the faith of their fathers 
and held together despite cruelties 
almost unsurpassed in history. They 
rept fast to their three cardinel prin- 
ciples — vegetarianism, communism 


and internalism—and finally the Rus- 
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sian wurci:ument allowed them to mi- 
grate to Canada 10 years ago. 
They are there now, nearly 10,000 of 


them. They are not animals or de- 


They are not paupers or 
They are not drunkards 
But some of them

are fanatics. 

Peter Veregin is their patriarch and 
leader. And this time the march is 
unparalleled. It bids fair to drive all 
the Doukhobor communities out into 
one vast pilgrimage unless somebody 
can stop it.

The search- 
light and the quick-firing guns of a 
battleship have proved their effective- 
hess in repelling attacks of torpedo 
and torpedo-boat destroyers, so 
that it has been found practically im- 
possible for torpedo boats, as now 
made, to get within torpedo range of 
modern battleships without almost 
certain destruction. 
The submatine boat is a very 
promising engine of war, but. up to 
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the first to butid! tofpedoes with dou- 
b’e the speed and range of those now 
in use, and to build torpedo boats 
capable of reaching and sinking the 
battleships of an enemy with insigni- 
ficant vis, will have an overwhelm- 
ing advaptage in any naval engage- 


The boat will also .e provided with 
a ventral fin, or keel, to balance the 
dorsal fin, or superstructure. The ver- 
tical diameter of the body of the boat 
will be about twice that of the hori- 
zontal cross section; in other words, 
the boat will be fish-shaped. 

In the prow of the boat will be car- 
ried two large torpedoes, each con- 
taining half a ton of hich explosive. 

Motorite is a fuel, consisting of 70 
rer cent nirtoglycerin and 30 per 
cent guncotton. For use it is made in 
long, solid bafs, forced and sealed 
into Jong steel tubes. This fuel is 
se!f-combustive and does not require 
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aimospheric air to burn it; conse- 
quently, it may be burned in a con- 
fined space. The heat of the burning 
motorite is used -to evaporate water, 
aud the steam products of combustion 
are mingled <o drive turbines for the 
boat’s propulsion. 

It will, of course, require an enor- 
mous amount of power to propel this 
t.rpedo boat at an express train speed 
when submerged, but wiih moicorite 
we have all the power that may be 
needed, even to attain a speed as 
&-eat as 60 miles an hour. 

As only the top of the conning 
tower will appear above the surface 
of the water, this will be a very dif- 
fcult object to hit, even with the 
Guick-firing guns of the battleship, 
end the exposed part of the conning 
tewer will e protected by armor 
plete of a thickness great enough to 
reeist the projectile of quick-firing

| purpose to make my _ torpedoes 
semi-armor plercing—that is to s1Y, 
the warhead will have a point capable 
of penetrating the unprotected hull 
of any war vessel, and will pass 
through any torpedo netting with 
which the vessel may be su rounded. 

When the torpedo ig lsunched, the 
reaction or recoil will se: ve -o retard 
the torpedo boat and to aid in stop- 
ping it. After launching the torpedo 
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the engines will be reversed and the 
toat will withdraw stern-foremost. At 
this juncture there will be no fear 
of the enemy’s guns, for the survivors 
will be busy with their prayers. 

Let me repeat, it will be absolutely 
impossible to prevent this torpedo 
yoat from reaching and torpedoing 
any battleship in the world, and with 
haut small danger on its part of being 
aestroyed. 

A torpedo boat of this character, 64 
feet long, will require a crew of but 
two men, so the risk of life will be 
i; significant. 

At least a hundred of these torpedo 
beats could be built at the cost of a 
single battleship, and a hundred of 
them would be more than g match 
for an equal number of battleships. 

There is at the present time abso- 
lutely no question about the practi- 
cability of my system of propelling 
tcrpedoes and torpedo boats. _! ‘have 
already spent more than $50,000 in 
experiments, and have proved that 
the combustion of the motorite can 
be controlled absolutely, and that. al 
though motorite is what is known ah 
cr explosive compound, still under 
the conditions of its use it is entire- 
iy nenexplosive. I have bored a hole 
thrcugh a bar of motorite, filled it 
ith blac’ gunpowder and: exploded 
ihe gunpowder, blowing the motorite 
into fragments without exploding it.
